Thanks to “Bats” (Lire, March 2) millions know for the 
first time what bats really look like. The five portraits in 
your “rogues gallery” repre- 
‘sent some of the finest nature 
photographs ever published. 
Having personally handled 
50,000 bats, I know they do 
not sit complacently for their 
portraits. Also, you show that 
U.S. bats are useful, interest- 
ing and harmless. 

‘A huge percentage of the 
prewar population of 20 mil 
lion U.S. bats was “expend- 
ed” during World War II in 
perfecting the most fantastic 
of biological warfare projects 
—air raids with bats carrying 
incendiary bombs—as shown 
at right by Lire on Feb. 16, 
1948. Most of the bats for 
the project came from the 
cave Lire pictures and other 
caves in the Southwest. As 
the incendiary bats secreted 
themselves in thousands of 
crannies in enemy cities, they 
would have set thousands of 
hard-to-reach fires. Bat bomb- 
ing might have been as crip- 
pling as atom bombs to Jap- 
anese cities with far less loss of life. But “Project X-Ray” 
‘was evidently abandoned only because atom bombs promised 
to be more instantaneously devastating.

».. Day by day and almost minute by minute the past was 
brought up to date, . . . All history was a palimpsest, scraped 
clean and reinscribed exactly as often as was necessary.” 

As if to prove Orwell factual, the official Soviet newspaper 
Pravda got busy last week on the history of 1950 (above). To 
Lire’s horror and disgust, the paper doctored a photo to make 
the new premier a bigger wheel than he actually w 

The bosses of Pravda have many and devious ways of 
demonstrating that they are not journalists. We are particu- 
larly ashamed of them for being so ham-handed about phony- 
ing up pictures when honest pictures can be so imaginative. 


The Russians, for instance, are famous for their ballet, but 
have they ever thought of showing the fluffy elegance of a 
dancer's skirt as you see it on page 20? There are more curi- 
osities in nature than man can invent, as witness the gull 
(p. 37) which gets along with an arrow in its body. 

Ibis hard to capture a memory but who will say, after look- 
ing at the sensitive color photographs in the Mackenzie King 
story on pages 109 through 118 that it can’t be done? And it 
is easy to confront parents with a nightmare in the form 
of an Idaho fad for zany haircuts (pp. 123-126). 

Lire. occasionally retouches photographs to repair an old 
print, remove confusing but nonessential detail or for rea- 
sons of decency or national security. We don’t want to fool 
anybody—and even if we did we couldn't get away with it. 
Our readers are smart and have long memories. Any attempt 
to retouch history would produce a flood of protesting letters 
to the editor, Some Pravda readers have long memories too 
but somehow they don't vote “nyet” (no) even in a letter.

Lieut, Warren G, Brown, 30-year-old sandy-haired 
fighter pilot from Denver, flew 100 missions over 
North Korea last year, 30 of them in Sabre 
He arrived in Germany in October.

Seven 
or eight miles from the Czech frontier we 
turned northeast on a 320° heading which par- 
allels the border. That was “SOP” (standard 
operating procedure).

T had seen a pair of strangers like them in 
the distance the day before. Many border vio- 
lations have been reported.

Seconds later I saw one of them weep in 
over Smith. “They're MIGs,” I shouted over 
the radio. I had tangled with a MIG-15 once 
in Korea.

I would 
have dropped my tip tanks. 

The MIG kept turning with me. I didn’t 
want to make any hostile moves. I just kept 
tightening my turn as much as possible.

I looked back again he was closed in to less 
than a thousand feet—maybe 500, Suddenly I 
saw his guns spurting balls of orange fire.

Suddenly the whole airplane shuddered 
and flipped over, almost on its back. I didn't 
know where he hit me because I could still 
control the plane. 

I was just recovering, not having much dif- 
ficulty in bringing the plane out of its dive 
when I got the orange overheat light.

I thought may- 
be my tailpipe was cracked and pulled back the 
throttle to “idle.” I yelled to Smith, “I've 
been fired at. Fve been hit.” 

I don’t know what happened to the second 
MIG. Apparently he'd lost interest in us. I 
wasn’t bothering about him either. I still had 
my own MIG and my overheat light to worry 
about. But then my overheat light blinked out. 
I looked back to see if my MIG was still be- 
hind.

I had forgotten to kick it away and was 
hurtling through the air in a chair. I finally 
got rid of the seat and heard my chute open 
above me. Below me was a wooded area and I 
tried to pick a spot where it would be nicer to 
land. Coming down I thought, “It was never 
so rough in Korea. I had to come over here to 
get shot down.” Then I grazed a tree with my 
left ear and landed on my knees. 

I was really confused. Being so high and 
seeing so much and then seeing all those trees 
around me, I didn’t know where I was. I heard 
people running toward me through the for: 
shouting. I wondered if I was still in Germany. 
That's the first question I asked them. They 
aid “Amerikanische Zone” and started lead- 
ing me to a village called Falkenstein, or some- 
thing like that.

FRESH AIR FOR FARMERS 


STUCK WITH OBSOLETE BEDDING 


From a casual reading of headlines last week 
one might have supposed the U.S. Supreme 
Court favors featherbedding. It doesn’t, and 
neither does the Taft-Hartley Act which was in- 
voked in the two cases before it. But the sup- 
posedly anti-featherbedding provision of that 
act was so carelessly written as to give the 
Court little choice. 

‘The law bans payment for “services not per- 
formed or not to be performed.” In one of 
the two cases before the Court, the setting of 
“bogus” type by printers was the issue. This 
is type which, by old custom, is set, proofread 
and then discarded. But the unwanted service 
is performed all right, no doubt about that. 
The other case involved a stipulation that a 
“name band” could appear in an Akron Thea- 
ter only if a local orchestra was employed si- 
multaneously. The unnecessary band was ready 
and willing to play if anyone had wanted to 
hear them. The Court couldn’t find that “serv- 
ices” were “not performed.” 

Featherbedding is of course completely out 
of step with the American doctrine of ever 
more productivity per manhour. This doctrine 
is generally recognized as the key to our high 
standard of living. Featherbedding, a throwback 
to the protectionism of the medieval guilds, 
remains important only among a few craft un- 
s (printing, building trades, musicians, ete.) 
and in the railway brotherhoods. 

In hanging on to featherbedding, these un- 
ions are in a losing race with the collective 
genius of U.S. industry for saving manhours. 
This being the case, Congress would really be 
doing them a favor to illegalize their bad hab- 
its. The Taft-Hartley Act’s anti-featherbedding 
clause should be promptly clarified to this end. 
The Supreme Court’s decisions provide a pre- 
cise bill of particulars on how to do it. 
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Ezra Taft Benson, one of the strongest men 
and best qualified in the Eisenhower Cabinet, 
is breathing a new philosophy through the 
labyrinthine corridors of his huge Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. To those U.S. farmers 
who think much about the future of farm- 
ing, it comes like fresh air in an old barn. 

After 20 years of opportunistic farm pol- 
icies ranging from scarcity to abundance, 
from Wallace to Brannan, the whole costly 
business ($1,064,617,225 for price supports 
alone from 1933 through 1952) needed an 
airing. Moreover, for two years farm prices 
have been falling. This was the inevitable re- 
sult of the Truman administration’s projec- 
tion of wartime incentive payments into a 
period of slackening and shifting demand. 

Economists had predicted that this would 
happen. Wrote the University of Chicago’s 
Theodore W. Schultz in 1945: “Instead of 
inducing the shifts in production that the 
postwar period will call for, it (the policy of 
rigid price supports] is likely to perpetuate 
much of the production that was consistent 
with the war effort . . . but what is more 
serious still, the specific support prices for 
major farm products are altogether too high 
for a nonwar economy.” 

Congress took a step toward more flexible 
supports in 1948, but then reversed itself, 
and the new Secretary is saddled with rigid 
prices through 1954. As he took office, the 
U.S. farm economy found itself bedeviled by 
record surpluses of many crops and a price 
system which, among other things, was fore- 
ing us out of foreign markets. 

One of the worst of Benson’s heritages is 
the isolation of U.S. agriculture from world 
price levels, and the resulting two-price sys- 
tem—one domestic, one foreign. This had 
its origin in the improvisations of the first 
Roosevelt administration. While our other 
trade policies were aimed at international co- 
operation, our farm policy remained nation- 
alistic; the congressional farm bloc became 
virtually a law unto itself. It was one thing 
to recognize that U.S. farmers deserved some 
fostering and protection against market vi- 
cissitudes, quite another to carry protection 
to the point of exempting agriculture from 
the laws of supply and demand. This distine- 
tion was virtually obliterated by the New 
and Fair Deals. 


What will Benson do about this? How do 
his ideas differ from those of his predeces- 
sor? Whereas ex-Secretary Brannan was for 
production as an end in itself (“I would 
never lose a wink of sleep if my policies led 
to overproduction”), Secretary Benson be- 
lieves in fitting production to demand. (One 
of his first official acts was to urge cotton 
growers to reduce planting.) Brannan would 
have extended rigid price supports at 90% or 
more of parity, regardless of the producer's 
efficiency or the state of the market. Benson 


believes that rewards should go only to the 
efficient, and that subsidy payments, apart 
from their usefulness in preventing “disas- 
ter,” should be flexible enough to influence 
production up or down. 

As for the two-price system, Benson re- 
cently gave a good example of how it works: 
“We have been operating under a wheat 
agreement, selling wheat at $1.80 per bush- 
el. Meanwhile, we've been supporting the 
price of wheat at 90% of parity under law. 
To meet the gap between the $1.80 and our 
price, we've had to pay a subsidy of around 
63¢ per bushel.” This, he added, has cost 
us about $150 million a year. 


As the U.N. Food and Agricultural Organ- 
ization observed, “There has never been 
enough food in the world,” and there isn’t 
now. A “surplus” is never a plethora, but 
a sign of bad pricing. Benson’s policy, ac- 
cording to indications, is to move toward 
more flexible support prices as rapidly as the 
law will permit, while keeping one steady 
eye on maintenance of total farm income. 
With flexible supports, he can use price as a 
lever to induce or curtail production. Thus, 
when as at present there is too much high- 
priced wheat, prices would be allowed to fall 
nearer world level. Using flexibility in this 
the gap between domestic and world 
prices can be gradually narrowed and our 
potential foreign market thereby expanded. 

An example of the export effect of lower 
prices came only this month when our beef 
cattle entered the Canadian market in quan- 
tity for the first time in five years. Last week 
Secretary Benson set up a new Foreign Agri- 
cultural Service for the purpose of develop- 
ing export markets. If Secretary Benson can. 
keep his prices as responsive as possible to 
market situations, our diplomats and mone- 
tary experts will have a much better chance 
of success in their efforts to lubricate the 
channels of international trade. 

Of course, like every Secretary of Agri- 
culture before him, Benson will have a lot 
more than exports to worry about. At the 
moment there is the threat of expanding 
drought in parts of the West and Southwest 
and this might give current surpluses an 
altogether different complexion. There are 
also political exigencies, like next year’s 
congressional elections. But so far many 
farmers have been giving Benson the benefit 
of the doubt. The major farm organizations 
are for him or, like the politically hostile 
Farmers’ Union, are just waiting to see. 

‘As Benson meets the countless daily prob- 
lems of his job, we hope he does not lose 
sight of sound ultimate goals. Agriculture 
needs “trade, not aid” as much as any for- 
eign ally. When Congress recognizes that, 
the transition of our farmers from semi- 
regimented dependence to sound, competi- 
tive prosperity will be nearer completion.

A Weapon for the West 


HERE IS A WAY TO INDUCE SOVIET OCCUPATION TROOPS TO DESERT 


by ISAAC DON LEVINE 


OT since the beginning of the 

cold war in 1946 has the free 
world been presented with the 
opportunity it now has to take the 
psychological initiative against 
the forces of the Soviet Union. 
Inside the Kremlin, no matter 
what the outward appearances 
are, we may be sure that an under- 
cover struggle for the succession 
to power continues. While Mal- 
enkov schemes and acts to con- 
solidate his authority as Stalin’s 
heir the lines of control that 
emanate from Moscow are inevitably weakened. There must be waver- 
ing among the satellites as their puppet leaders nervously guess which 
way to jump. And there must be uncertainty and confusion in the 
Red army, the organ of state power Stalin jealously preserved to 
himself alone until his death. 

We know that our government understands the nature of the oppor- 
tunity. Its first official act on the news of Stalin’s illness was to send 
a message of sympathy addressed not to the rulers of Russia, but to 
the people of Russia, the ruled. Our psychological warfare program 
will now be stepped up. But at whom will it be aimed? And what

If they can be persuaded to desert in significant numbe 
will do much more than inflict on the Kremlin a painful drain in man- 
power; it will shake the very foundation of the Soviet’s strength for 
international terrorism. 

Can this be done? I am convinced that the answer is yes, even though 
the number of Russians fleeing to the West has been steadily diminish- 
ing. But enough refugees have come over to show that they can be 
attracted and to give us clues as to why they flee their motherland.

sphinx, the Homo sovieticus, the common man of the Soviet 
prison empire. I have been trying to find out “What is the Ivan of 
our day like?” I have read transcripts of private discussions of 

conducted among themselves when no foreigner 
or official was present. Many personal conversations with recent 
fugitives gave me an insight into the thinking of the Soviet man, 
be he army officer, skilled workman, schoolteacher, clerk, news- 
paperman, collective farm manager or party functionary. If he 
spoke his mind freely to an American, he would talk like this: 

“Why did I come over? Simple: I wanted a better life, that’s all. 
You get sick and tired of living like a pig. I was never sure I'd havea 
roof over my head tomorrow. You get tired of standing in a line for 
hours after you finish work to get your ration of sugar or soap, and 
when you get there—everything’s gone. 

“You Americans have everything—food, clothes, automobiles 
and radios and steam heat and electric kitchens. You can take the 
time to think about democracy. But we have other things to think 
about. We are lucky if we have.one shirt and one pair of pants. 
What do I care about democracy? Give me a decent life first, a room 
all to myself, a kitchen all my own, with hot water and a gas stove. 

“Before the war—then it was different. We had dreams about 
freedom. But not now.” 

The Soviet man is not up in arms against the regime. There is no 
underground movement, no organized resistance operating inside 
the Soviet Union. All the bands of partisans which carried on 
lent activities against the dictatorship have long since been liqui 
dated. The survivors among the leaders of resistance groups have 
withdrawn into their individual shells. There is widespread grum- 
bling against the system, but it must not be confused with a con- 
scious will to revolution. From the peasant lad to the university 
professor you receive an ironical smile in response to any general 
talk of democracy, liberty, freedom, revolution. 

The Soviet man of today is a down-to-earth, matter-of-fact in- 
dividual, and not the ideological creature he is often imagined to 
be. He is much more of a materialist than his counterpart in the 
capitalist world. If he is a collectivized peasant, he dreams day and 
night of his own parcel of land, his own horse or cow. If he is a 
skilled worker, he wants more than ever the freedom to bargain for 
his wages and to move from one job to another. These are the over- 
mastering emotions of the average man in Soviet Russia today,

Tlie old Russian dilemma 


ARN allvervading fear of the next war is another dominant as- 
pect of the psychology of the contemporary Soviet generation. 
You hear it said again and again by Soviet refugees that all their 
lives they have known nothing but war and revolution and blood, 
that there is nota family in the whole Soviet Union which has come 
out of the war without the loss of one or more of its members, 
usually several, including helpless babies. In “the next war” they 
want to be as far away as possible. 

Finally, the Homo sovieticus is impaled on the two horns of an 
old Russian dilemma: hostility to the Communist regime and mis- 
trust of Western designs upon Russia—love of country vs. hate 
of its government. The hostility which some years ago was articu- 
lated from time to time has been driven into the depths of the Rus- 
sian soul. Never before have the Soviet subjects been as reserved, 
as sullen as they are now. Remembering all too well what Hitler 
set out to do during the war, to turn Russia into a colony and the 
people into a slave race, the Soviet citizen is disposed to take seri- 
ously the Kremlin’s charges of Western imperialistic designs. The 
Soviet public is conditioned to swallow the line that the capital- 
istic powers are plotting to dismember Russia, to seize its resources, 
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to annex its borderlands such as the Caucasus and Turkestan. 

It is common knowledge among the Soviet émigrés that the Brit- 
ish have been subsidizing two publications, The Caucasus and 
Milji Turkestan, put out in several languages, which openly pro- 
mote the partitioning of the Soviet Union and the idea that not 
Communism but oldtime Russian imperialism is the Number One 
enemy of the free world. Because many publitations of various and 
often insignificant groups of minority nationalities promoting sim- 
ilar ideas have been appearing in the American zone, they are widely 
believed to have official American sponsorship. This belief has been 
bolstered by occasional remarks by congressmen and U.S. govern- 
ment officials in support of the elements advocating the breaking 
up of the Soviet Union into many independent states. In these and 
other ways we have all too often unwittingly furnished fuel to the 
Soviet propaganda machine. The fear that the Western powers are 
interested not in liberating the Russian people but in dividing up 
their country has forced many a subject of the Kremlin to ssub- 
ordinate his hatred of despotism to national pride and patriotism. 

Here, then, are the main elements which should guide us in 
gauging the state of mind of the Soviet man: his motives are bluntly 
materialistic; he is obsessed with fear that the next war is around 
the corner; he is smarting from the bitter humiliation of Germany's 
wartime policy which he identifies with all Western attitudes to- 
wards Russia. Red soldiers share these attitudes with civilians but 
the West has never recognized them—or, at least, has not acted 
on them, Though our propaganda activities have enormously ex- 
panded—through governmental agencies, such as the Voice of 
America, and mouthpieces of public committees—the number of 
Russians who flee has shrunk to the merest trickle. Up to 1950 
that number for all the Western zones reached into the hundreds 
annually. During 1951 it dropped to a few scores for all Allied 
zones in Europe. During 1952 it dwindled to less than an average 
of two a month. 


What holds them back? 


HY has there been such a steep decline in the rate of defection 

from the Soviet Union? I have had occasion to discuss this 
question at length with Soviet escapees themselves. Their chief 
explanations can be summed up as follows: 

Tightening supervision by MGB agents (secret police) over the 
officers and men in the occupation forces. All their movements, 
their radio and reading habits are under increased surveillance. 
They are now rigidly segregated from the German population, even 
to the extent of keeping the men away from any relations with 
German women. Recently, for instance, Russian women have been 
imported in considerable numbers to serve with the occupation 
forces, 80 as to isolate the troops from any possible foreign social 
contamination. This increase in the severity of the regime under 
which the occupation army is kept has undoubtedly been a factor 
in the situation, particularly in Germany. 

Yet it is generally known that opportunities for desertion and 
flight exist in Vienna to a far greater degree than in Berlin. The 
former German capital is divided into four separate sectors, each 
under the control of the military commandant of one of the four 
occupying powers. Not so in Vienna where the city proper forms an 
international zone under a system of rotating command, each pow- 
er exercising control for a month over the undivided capital. Here 
Soviet and Allied officers and officials freely mingle in cafes, res- 
taurants and hotels. Nevertheless the number of Soviet fugitives 
in Austria dropped almost to zero during the last year. 

‘The comparative improvement since the war in the Soviet living 
standards is another factor in the increased reluctance on the part 
of the Red soldier to break, perhaps forever, with his home ties. But 
the Western standard of living still offers strong temptations to the 
Soviet serviceman. It is true that the common worker in Russia no 
longer goes hungry, but he still suffers countless privations. 

The Western powers have failed to accord constructive, liberal 
and enlightened treatment to refugees from behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. In the course of time reports on the treatment given the 
escapees filter back to the Soviet-dominated areas. It is now an open 
secret that refugees are subjected to innumerable, repetitious and 
frequently stupid interrogations by overlapping and rival services 
not only of the U.S. but of other Western powers. The process 
frequently drags on for many weary months. It has never been 
made clear why a pool of all the agencies concerned could not fune- 
tion through a single board using as a basis a composite and com- 
prehensive questionnaire, and operating within a maximum time 
limit of a week or so. 

What happened to one of the top Soviet trade officials in an 
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n Americans in a carriage ride around 
ny Reds who deserted did so after such fraternization with Gls. 
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Asian country is a case in point. We will call him Antonov. He 
had served Stalin for several years in a conspicuous position in 
the field of foreign commerce, and was therefore well known to 
the Allied representatives. When he decided to come over to our 
side and broached the subject to an American official, he made it 
a condition that he be permitted to go to the U.S. This was prom- 
ised. Instead, he was flown to Germany where he had to submit to 
endless examinations and to spend nearly two y 
moralizing conditions. It took extraordinary s on the part of 
friendly American officials sympathetic to his plight to secure an 
immigration visa for him, an intercession very few escapees are 
fortunate enough to get. 

As it is, when the ordinary refugee is finally ed from what 
he regards as a third degree examination, he is dumped without 
resources upon the free world to which he had looked forward so 
eagerly, and becomes virtually an outcast. He has to adjust him- 
self to an unfriendly German environment which makes it difficult 
for a Russian even to secure living quarters. 

It is not uncommon for him to discover that his original iden- 
tification papers are not returned to him. This is particularly true 
of escapees who fall into British hands first. I once listened to a 
delegation of postwar refugees who cited numerous instances of 
such treatment at the hands of British intelligence agents. A typi- 
cal case was that of Dmitri Stepanov, 28, a sergeant. Stepanov’s 
papers had been taken away from him in the usual way and he had 
been given a pass under an alias, which became his identification 
document during the period of his interrogation. When he was 
finally discharged as a bona fide political refugee, his own papers 
were not returned to him. He applied for an immigration visa to go 
to Canada, U.S. or Australia. But he could not furnish proof of his 
true identity. When the immigration authorities examined him and 
discovered he was living under an alias, he was accused of perjury! 

“If the Western nations mean well by the Russian people, as 
they say they do,” a former tank commander ccmpliined: " 
haven't seen any trace of it. We get thrown upon the German un- 
employment rolls and get barely enough for a pauper’s life. We 
have nothing to look forward to.” 

“All they want us for is information,” an erstwhile lieutenant 
said. “After they squeeze out of us all we have to tell, we are 
thrown aside. Nobody cares.” 

I have never encountered a single postwar refugee who had a 
good word to say for the American radio propaganda directed to- 
ward Soviet Russia. Both the official and private radio networks 
broadcasting from Germany for Soviet consumption have fallen 
behind the march of history. The political slogans of five years ago 
have worn thin. The exhortations and the promises of yesteryear 
have naturally lost their appeal. It is as if we were playing old rec- 
ords over and over'again. 

Among those who recognize that our broadcasts are largely in- 
effectual, it is usual to put the blame on the failure of our messages 
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DISAPPOINTED DPs from Russia, waiting in a camp while visas for L 
are held up, show pictures of their wives, who have gotten into Amei

to reach the people on the other side because of jamming by the 
Soviets and of ruthless punishment inflicted upon listeners. Yet 
when put to the test, this argument quickly collapses. The test can 
take the form of a question such as this 

“If Gromyko were to jump out of a window in New York and the 
news were to be immediately broadcast by us to the Soviet countries 
while the Soviet radio and press remained silent about it, would the 
word get through?” 

In reply, every informed person consulted on this has agreed 
that news of this kind would travel like wildfire across the Soviet 
Union from Poland to Vladivostok. How? It is an established fact 
that the Soviet bureaucracy, from the MGB to the rank-and-file 
party functionaries and civil servants, is corroded by disloyalty. 
When an announcement of acute interest to Russians comes over 
the radio, even the trusted official whose duty it is to monitor or 
report on foreign activities will burst upon his associates with the 
tidings: “Did you hear what those damned fascist liars have just 
concocted? Why, those mad dogs are announcing that Gromyko 
has committed suicide by jumping out of a window in New York.” 
‘The hunger for news is overpowering, and when it is news of vital 
concern to the people over there, no iron curtain can keep it out. 


The scatter-gun attack 


J) pschotosical warfare, as in all other combat there is the 
cardinal principle of the prime objective—the concentration 
of effort at one pivotal point. But we have scattered our efforts in 
all directions. We bolstered Tito in the hope of raising more Titos 
elsewhere. We aimed shafts of propaganda at the people of Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary, Poland which have hardly amounted to a flea- 
bite on the hide of the Soviet bear. We experimented in selling to 
the Russian people the American way of life, with dismal results. 
Many of our anti-Soviet activities overlapped or competed with 
each other, and none was given priority as a weapon which might 
promise victory. 

The pivot of the Soviet Union’s position on the global chess- 
board li its occupation of East Germany and Austria. By strik- 
ing at the morale of the 380,000 men there we could pry at the 
Soviet grip on Europe. They could not long hold their position with 
a disintegrating army. We might eventually even compel them to 
withdraw the occupation forces in the interests of their own se- 
curity at home, which would be deeply undermined by widespread 
military disaffection. 

The task is of course enormous, but not insuperable. One of the 
strongest and oldest traditions in the Russian army is that of 
revolt. The beginnings of the modern era’s revolutionary move- 
ment go back to the Decembrist rising in 1825, which was led by a 
group of high officers who had absorbed the spirit of the French 
Revolution in the post-Napoleonic occupation of France by Rus- 
sian troops. In 1905 the Potemkin mutiny in the ezar’s Black Sea 
fleet supported a revolutionary upsurge of the first magnitude. 
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BAD DP LIVING CONDITIONS in West deter Russian escapees. Here a 
former German barracks provides quarters for Russian refugees in Heidelberg. 
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The refusal of two elite imperial guard regiments to quell the street 
riots in March 1917 led to the overthrow of the czar and to the 
Russian Revolution. The defection of the crews of several Baltic 
cruisers helped Lenin and Trotsky consolidate their power in 
November 1917 and establish the Soviet dictatorship. 

All of these milestones, to be sure, have been memorized and 
turned to their own account by the Communist indoctrinators of 
the Soviet army. The greatest and most dangerous internal revolt 
that the Soviet dictatorship has ever faced, the Kronstadt rebellion 
of the spring of 1921 which forced Lenin to retreat to his New 
Economic Policy, originated in a naval mutiny. 

It is not yet too late to exploit this tradition of revolt if we 
address ourselves to the task with imagination, intelligence and 
full use of our resources. True, we no longer have the great oppor- 
tunity of the early postwar years, when there were mass desertions 
from the Red ranks and sporadic risings among the occupation 
troops. But we still have an advantage even if the course of events 
since the end of the war has been gradually frittering it away, up 
to the time of the death of Stalin. 

‘That advantage is the friendly attitude of most of the 23 million 
Eastern Germans and Austrians among whom the 380,000 Soviet 
occupation servicemen live. Their friendship has been demon- 
strated by the mass flight from East Germany of men and women, 
as many as 40,000 in one month, seeking refuge from Communist 
oppression, 

Though most of the Soviet occupation forces are behind stock- 
ades, the till within reach of our propaganda. The severity of 
the discipline which has been increasingly put upon them attests 
to the Kremlin’s fear for the loyalty of these men. 

But once we have reached them with a convincing message and 
significant numbers of them risk their lives to come over to us— 
what then? I have criticized our shortsighted and self-defeating 
treatment of those who have defected in the past because it failed 
to reward them tangibly, because, indeed, it left them personally 
worse off, if possible, than they had been under Communist rule. 
eve the solution is a long-range and internationally sponsored 
ram of resettlement, backed by the U.S. 

To be sure, many official and private organizations have been 
doing good work in ‘this and related fields ever since the war. And 

ere are obvious difficulties to an expanded program that skeptics 
sill rush to point out: the cost will be heavy, and there are certain 
to be international political repercussions and difficulties with cer- 
ain of our allies (Italy, for one) who have surplus population 
problems and will resent what might be called preferential treat- 
ent for enemy deserters. There are also the well-known human 
problems that resettlement on a large scale has always created. 

But none of these is insurmountable. The cost would be much 
jess than the price of the Marshall Plan was to the U.S., and if the 
same quality of imaginative planning and spending is applied here 
as there was behind the conception of the Marshall Plan, resettle- 
ment would become workable. 

Resettlement for Russian escapees could and should be coordi- 
nated with a fuller, more comprehensive resettlement plan than 
the West has had up to now for refugees and DPs of whatever 
origin, Such an over-all plan should probably be worked out in 
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conjunction with, and be a part of, the American Point Four 
program. Geologists, agronomists, economists and sociologists have 
been telling us for years of the wonders that could be performed in 
what are the world’s undeveloped areas: western Canada, parts of 
Latin America and Australia, to name a few. Indeed some, but not 
enough, refugees have already been settled in many such places. 
We could transform unused areas all over the world into places 
where communities can grow, and where millions of refugees, 
former Soviet occupation troops included, can find their freedom 
and their security, too. Thus could old-fashioned homesteading, 
on a gigantic, modern, worldwide scale, become the hope of the 
disillusioned Russian soldier who now thinks he has no choice but 
to continue his servitude under his Soviet masters. 

And a further inducement could be offered to offset the very 
real love Russians have for their own society, customs and culture. 
Certain of these areas could be set aside exclusively for Russian 
refugees. Here they would find their own kind, speaking their own 
language, following their own traditions, but enjoying the freedom 
they can no longer find in their homeland. 

With some plan worked out for their future, how do we go about 
undermining the morale of the Soviet occupation forces? How do 
we induce desertion of military, defection of civilians and possible 
mutiny by entire detachments? By putting substance into our 
propaganda. When we speak of democracy, it must be made to spell 
something tangible—a homestead. When we speak of freedom, it 
must be converted into a reality—a home free {rom arbitrary inva- 
sion, When we promise opportunity for economic advancement in 
the Western world, it must take on concrete shape, such as build- 
ing a new life in a specific settlement area, with help in the form 
of supplies, equipment, building material and loans. Instead of 
preaching in round terms against collectivization and industrial 
slavery under Communism, we must offer the escapee the promise 
of private property and the satisfaction of ownership. 
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rofessionals‘ ready to help 


OW can we get our message to this audience in a convincing 
manner? There are today on this side of the iron curtain some 
1,000 former officers of the Soviet army. These men have already 
made the break. Of these 1,000 men, 300 to 400 are former career 
officers, the “West Pointers,” the professionals of the Soviet 
army, not World War II veterans or conscripts, and not rank and 
file enlisted men. These career officers can speak to the career offi- 
cers of the present Soviet occupation armies in their own language, 
can tell them why they are ‘dad they have escaped to freedom. 
A few of them have already done this, over the Voice of America 
as well as nongovernmental radio channels. But their pleas have 
had little effect, mainly because their efforts have been unorganized 
and sporadic. 

These career officers should be organized into an association 
of their own. Their radio speeches should be coordinated and 
launched as a propaganda barrage. One after another, in program 
after program, they should broadcast to their fellow officers still 
behind the iron curtain. Each one of the broadcasters should give 
his full personal history in complete factualness: his name, his 
rank, the outfits he served in, the generals he served under (the 
more famous the generals are the better), the posts he held, the 
places where he was stationed. And then, the reasons for his dis- 
affection, his flight and what he has discovered in the land of free- 
dom. He should urge his former comrades-in-arms to pluck up their 
courage, to break for freedom, to come over to the West, now. 

Such an organization could be formed very simply. It would not 
even have to be an international undertaking at first; there are 
about 100 of these officers in the U.S. at the moment. If some of 
them started such an association, the others would flock to join, 
almost immediately followed by the same kind of men in Canada 
(about 25 to 30), in South America (100), in Great Britain and 
Australia (30 to 40) and in Western Germany (150). Of course, 
careful attention would have to be paid to the selection of those 
who did the broadcasting; no old czarist generals, for example, 
need apply. Here, the career officers still behind the iron curtain 
would realize, was a special asylum for them, formed by men of 
their own kind, men on whose word they could rely. The snow- 
balling effect of this campaign would be stupendous. Not only 
would it have more direct appeal than our broadcasts have yet had 
‘on occupation troops, but it would single out the very men who 
form the backbone of the Kremlin’s armies. 

If these men begin to come over in response to such pleas, it 
would mean the beginning of a drain upon Soviet manpower in 
an area where they could ill afford it. It might come to pass that

Soviet officers would lead entire units over to our side. And at the 
same time revolts by the men against brutal officers might very 
well break out like a rash in the “Soviet occupation forces. There 
are precedents for both in the history of the Red army. In the 
end the iron curtain itself might be in danger of being torn into 
shreds by a stampede of desperate men and women bent upon re- 
gaining freedom at all costs. 

The potential repercussions of such an operation are enormous. 
In the adjacent satellite countries, in Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, there would surely follow widespread attempts at defec- 
tion which would rock the Kremlin’s system of controls there. The 
flight of uranium miners from Czechoslovakia in 1951 might very 
well repeat itself a hundredfold. 

Who can doubt the seismic effects of a rush of deserters from 
Soviet military ranks on the line of communications from Moscow 
to the West? At the cost to us of a month’s warfare in Korea we 
might unleash a quake under the very foundation of the Kremlin's 
power in the heart of Europe which would reverberate on the Yalu 
and force Moscow to retreat from the Far Eastern adventure. On 
the basis of past experience the Kremlin would naturally expect us 
to barter away our newly won advantage for a graceful exit from the 
Korean trap under the label of an honorable peace. This is the grav- 
est risk attached to our gaining a major psychological victory over 
the Kremlin—the risk of failing to follow up on our success. 

We have done so before under the policy of containment, We 
halted the enemy in Iran in the beginning of the cold war and we 
afterward halted him in Greece with the Truman Doctrine. But in 
neither case did we follow up our victory. And whatever we gained 
locally, we lost on the global battlefield when Czee! hoslovakia was 
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taken over by the Kremlin lock, stock and barrel. The triumph we 
scored by holding Berlin through the airlift, which we again failed 
to follow up, was utterly washed out when we lost China to the 
Communist camp. The dynamics of these major Soviet victories 
made a mockery. long ago of the policy of containment and led 

directly to Korea. 

A new American policy toward the Soviet aggressor, which 
would strike at the morale of the Red invaders and occupation 
forces, could achieve permanent results only if it sine at rolling 
back the Soviet tide inal boundaries. A policy of libera- 
tion would make sense only if the Western world Nate determined 
to settle with Moscow for nothing less than the retreat of the 
Soviet army and all the Communist fifth columns to the prewar 
domain of the Kremlin. 

Having once demoralized the Soviet’s military establishment in 
Central Europe, we could keep turning the tables on them until 
peace in Korea is concluded on terms most unfavorable to the 
aggressor. Only by retaining the psychological initiative and pre 
ing on to the next objective—the liberation of all the European 
Sevieil tautcnetthgyanadieaiivs satellites from the Kremlin’s stranglehold—can we maintain the 
approved ingredients, scienti- upper hand in the war of nerves with Communist imperialism.

Elevated and outwardly serene, its shaded walks and quiet academic halls 
brushed by cool breezes off the Mediterranean, the American University 
of Beirut at first seems far removed from the disorders of the lands around 
it, Its 3,000 students from all over the Near East argue and cogitate much 
as students do in any U.S. college. But even the university campus is 
occasionally rocked by a taste of the Near East’s violence and rebellion. 

In a part of the world where U.S. popularity is now fearfully low, 
A.U.B. stands as a rarely questioned American effort to help the Arabs 
improve their lot. Founded in 1866 as the Syrian Protestant College by 
American missionaries and since maintained largely with American funds, 
it has always stood for freedom and order in the Near East. Its earliest 
graduates sparked the Arab awakening of the 19th Century. Today A.U.B. 
diplomas (it became a university in 1920) hang in schools, hospitals and 
government and business offices from Egypt to Pakistan, and a list of its 
graduates reads like an eastern Mediterranean Who's Who. Nominally 
Christian but nondenominational, it has never tried to proselytize its 
students. In explaining this, A.U.B. scholars like to quote their first 
president, Daniel Bliss, who in 1872 said that while a man of any faith 
could attend the school and emerge believing in God, many gods or no 
god, “it will be impossible for anyone to continue with us long without 
knowing what we believe to be the truth and our reasons for that belief.”

HEN Igor Stravinsky’s artfully primitive ballet The Rite of 

Spring was first performed in Paris in 1913, it literally created 

a riot. According to the American critic Carl van Vechten, 

who was present, “a certain part of the audience was thrilled by what it 
msidered to be a blasphemous attempt to destroy music as an art, 
and, swept away with wrath, began, very soon after the rise of the cur- 
tain, to make catcal audible suggestions as ‘to how the 
performance should proceed. The orchestra played unheard, except 
occasionally when a slight lull occurred. The y man seated be- 
hind me in the box stood up during the course of the ballet to enable 
himself to see more clearly. The intense excitement under which he 
was laboring betrayed itself presently when he began to beat rhyth- 
mically on the top of my head with his fists, My emotion was so great 
that I did not feel the blows for some time.” 
Oddly enough, this somewhat disorderly 


y ene turned out to be 
exactly what some of i 


participants thought it was—the climactic 


salvo of a musical revolution. To old-fashioned romanticists in the 
opening night audience, Stravinsky’s innovation seemed a threat to 
the art of concert music and perhaps to the whole structure of Western 
musical culture. Hot-eyed modernists, contrarily, applauded it as the 
brave break of a new, vi ly dissonant dawn. In the midst of what 
was, incontestably, a historical event, looking very much like a man 
of destiny, stood Igor Stravinsky. 

That destiny has been fulfilled in curious ways. From the beginning 
Stravinsky's influence equaled his popularity. Other composers. tend- 
ing to avoid emotion and singable melody, lunged forward, armed 
with restless harmonies and wry satire. More and more, Paris as- 
sumed a position as the center of musical fashion. Ballet began to 
rival symphony and opera as the most prominent arena for the display 
of new music. As the years passed, Stravinsky’s exuberant ballet 
scores, The Firebird and Petrouchka, became familiar and popular 
classics on symphonic programs all over the world, and his later

works—Symphony of Psalms, L’ Histoire du Soldat, ApollonMusagétes, 
Orpheus, ete.—continued to excite the anticipation and enthusiasm 
of the avant-garde, When The Rite of Spring wound up as an 
accompaniment to booming volcanoes and trudging dinosaurs in 
Walt Disney's Fantasia, Stravinsky became a well-known name 
even to the U.S. moviegoing public. 

Most concert-goers still either adored or despised his more dis- 
sonant works, They were brilliant, technically resourceful, often as 
intricate as a Swiss watch. They were frequently noisy and dis- 
ruptive. They often sounded merely like an ingenious concatena- 
tion of sound effects. They frequently were about as emotional as a 
buzz saw, and seldom contained tunes that anybody could sing. 
But they had, at least, a remarkable capacity to disturb and astonish 
their listeners. And they nearly always bubbled over with Puckish 
wit. Stravinsky’s music became immensely fashionable—so much 
so that a large percentage of the world’s younger composers fol- 
lowed in his wake as if Stravinsky were music’s own pied piper. 

Today, with the death of Germany’s Richard Strauss and the 
decline of Finland’s Jean Sibelius to the status of a venerable but 
extinct volcano, Igor Stravinsky is left as the world’s most cele- 
brated composer. The avant-garde still considers him its leader, and 
his prestige with the musical public is such that he can, by a per- 
sonal appearance, draw a full house at almost any musical audi- 
torium in the world. 

At the Metropolitan Opera House last month a box office jam 
occurred for the U.S. premigre of Stravinsky's first full length 
opera, The Rake’s Progress. Like nearly all his major works, it 
caused an immense quantity of controversy, considerable division 
of opinion among the critics and an amount of public interest that 
promised full houses for succeeding performances. 

The opera, inspired by a famous series of engravings by England’s 
great 18th Century painter William Hogarth and equipped with a 
libretto by the contemporary poets W. H. Auden and Chester 
Kallman, is a curious departure for the mercurial Stravinsky. Its 
plot, a somewhat decadent fable, involves a dissolute young man 
who leaves his sweetheart to marry a bearded lady and who subse- 
quently winds up in a madhouse. To it Stravinsky has wedded music 
that sounds almost exactly as if it had been written by a number 
of 18th and 19th Century composers including Mozart, Handel, 
Tchaikovsky and Brahms. Only occasionally does Stravinsky in- 
terrupt its old-fashioned melodious current with a dissonance or 
two which shows that he himself composed it. 

In the weeks preceding the first New York performance Igor 
Stravinsky, a little, wiry man whose aquiline nose and heavy horn- 
rimmed spectacles give him the look of a deeply preoccupied grass- 
hopper, was hopping busily about the Metropolitan Opera House, 
assuring himself that the production of his new opera would be 
just right. His idea of what was just right was hard to live up to, as

everyone in the cast was soon aware. Seldom in his long career 
has Stravinsky been known to admit that anyone besides himself 
can conduct his music to his own satisfaction. Though he professed 
admiration for the work of Fritz Reiner who conducted the Rake, 
Stravinsky attended the important rehearsals and often insisted on 
conducting the conductor. Toward people who play his works, his 
attitude has always been a little bit like that of a playwright who 
simply cannot stand actors. But about the quality of the work itself, 

Stravinsky hadn’t a doubt. As he remarked confidently to a col- 
league before the premitre, “It’s a marvelous opera. I am a pro- 
‘fessional and I know.” 

This sense of professional omniscience is an important aspect of 
a personality that has been described by various friends and ene. 
mies as that of "a dynamo,” “a musical plumber,” and “a genius.” 
Igor Stravinsky is a man who likes to live, insofar as possible, in a 
world of certainties. Unlike the poetic, happy-go-lucky romantic 
composers of the past, he treats his art as if it were a branch of 
engineering. He believes music to be incapable of expressing emo- 
tion and has angrily denounced audiences that “abandon them- 
selves to the reveries induced by the lullaby of [musical] sounds.” 
Music to him is an exact science. He plots his compositions on 
paper with the precision of an industrial technician plotting a 
graph, even going so far as to time their successive episodes with 
a stop watch. He expects his performers to follow his graph with 
meticulous exactitude, and he expects his audience to work hard 
to understand the result. “In music,” he wrote some time ago, 
“understanding is given only to those who make an active effort. 
Passive receptivity is not enough.” 

This attitude has brought him into lifelong conflict with con- 
ductors, choreographers and nearly anyone else who has anything 
to do with the performance of his work. In his autobiography, pub- 
lished in the ’30s, he gave the highest marks to only two living con- 
ductors, Pierre Monteux and Ernest Ansermet. Monteux has now 
retired except for guest appearances, and Stravinsky subsequently 
caught Ansermet in a performance of his Mass that lasted eight 
minutes overtime. That finished Ansermet. Now almost the only 
performances of his work which he fully endorses are those that 
he conducts himself with curious, jerky and notoriously difficult 
to follow gestures. He is very satisfied with a series of recordings 
of his major works which he himself is conducting for Columbia. 
They leave no room for misunderstanding. In them Igor Stravinsky 
has been personally in control of everything down to the last 16th 
note, and that, he feels, is as it should be. 

Stravinsky’s passion for absolute exactitude and control passes 
over into his private life. His favorite words are “precision” and 
“discipline.” He cannot tolerate being left at the mercy of any un- 
certainty. Once, not long ago, he was making an automobile trip 
with his friend the composer Alexander Haieff in Glacier National 
Park. They were climbing a high peak, and as they negotiated the 
curves of the steep mountain road Stravinsky began to give in- 
creasing signs of temper. Haieff was driving, the road was dangerous 
and Stravinsky felt himself in control of neither the car nor the 
mountain. When they reached the top, Stravinsky got out to look 
at the view. Then he exploded. “I despise mountains,” he declared 
contemptuously. “They don’t tell me anything.” 

The pnyaical capsule that contains this interesting mixture of 
Slavic temperament, talent and mental rigor stands about five feet 
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four and moves, at the age of 70, with the springy grace of a high 
school basketball player. When it is not traveling on concert tours 
or taking automobile trips it inhabits a modest six-room home in 
Hollywood, where it methodically ignores the movie colony and 
spends nearly all its time composing in a scrupulously neat studio 
that resembles a surgical amphitheater laboratory for biological 
research. A cork lining and a double door keep this studio her- 
metically insulated from the outer world. They also keep the outer 
world from overhearing the pounding and tinkling process which 
precedes the birth of a new Igor Stravinsky composition. Stra- 
vinsky always composes at the piano, and he cannot compose if 
he thinks anyone is listening to him. The double door, like every- 
thing else in Stravinsky's life, is the subject of a special rule. If one 
of the doors is left open, his wife may enter; if both doors are 
closed, no one may enter. 

Outside the door lie the human connections that give Igor Stra- 
vinsky’s life warmth and companionship. Chief among these is 
Mrs. Stravinsky, a big, hearty, infinitely good-natured blonde, who 
was once a famous beauty in Moscow and Paris and is still a very 
handsome woman. Mrs. Stravinsky accepts the job of being a gen- 
ius’s wife with magnificent placidity. She is a good cook. She drives 
the family Buick herself; her husband admires cars as works of 
mechanical precision but is too nervous to take the wheel. She 
helps keep contact with the family, which includes two sons, Theo- 
dore in Switzerland and Soulima in Urbana, Ill., a daughter, Mi- 
lene, in Los Angeles, and two grandchildren. She also acts as 
hostess to and social director of the 
group of close friends, mostly writers, 
painters and other intellectuals, with 
whom Stravinsky loves to discuss the- 
ology, esthetics and the importance and 
significance of his own music. She has 
a hearty talent for humorous anecdote. 
One of her favorites is how the me- 
thodical Stravinsky recently crossed 
the Atlantic by plane and got so upset 
in his schedule by the change in time 
that he has been rising several hours 
earlier in the morning ever since. 

Mrs. Stravinsky also has a streak of 
Slavic romanti in her nature. She 
loves to tell a story about how the ship 
she escaped in from Russia during the 
revolution was attacked by pirates, and 
how she charmed the pirate chief into 
making her a present of some of the 
Ipat he had taken rhea other pales 
gers. She also tells about Stravinsky's 
SUNBATHER Stravinsky father, who was the greatest basso of 
displays his springy muscles, his day at the St. Petersburg opera. 

One day on a tour of Russia, his hands 

were cold and he unthinkingly bought 
a pair of black gloves of the type worn by corpses at funerals. 
Shortly thereafter, Mrs, Stravinsky declares, he drank a glass of 
water at a railroad station and promptly died of cholera. 

As the son of this eminent singer, Stravinsky spent his boyhood 
surrounded by the musical elite of St. Petersburg. It was not, how- 
ever, until he was about 20 that he finally determined to launch 
himself on a career as a composer. The men instrumental in fur- 
thering this aim were the bearded composer Nicholas Rimski-Kor- 
sakov, who guided his first steps in composition, and the famous 
ballet impresario Serge Diaghilev, who quickly sensed Igor’s pre- 
cocious gifts for ballet music and commissioned nearly all of his 
early works. Under Diaghilev’s wing, Stravinsky became more of 
an international European than a Russian. 

From 1910 the Diaghilev ballet began to tour Europe, and to as- 
sume an enormous influence on the cultural and artistic life of 
Paris. The great dancer Vaslav Nijinsky was its star, and within 
two decades the most prominent of modern painters, including 
Picasso, Braque and Rouault, were busy designing its sets and 
costumes, 

Following Diaghilev to Paris, Stravinsky began to make Western 
Europe his permanent home, and later became a French citizen. 
By the time the Russian revolution broke out he had long since 
shaken the snow of St. Petersburg from his feet. He regarded the 
revolution from afar, at first with some enthusiasm but later 
with a lofty contempt which he has preserved to the present day. 
Stravinsky has always been a deeply religious communicant of the 
Russian Orthodox church. One thing that particularly aroused his 
ire was the way the Communists changed the name of his home 
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t. Petersburg, the town of St. Peter,” he insists, “dedi- 
cated by Peter the Great to his great patron saint and not to him- 
self, as was doubtless supposed by the ignorant inventors of the 
absurd name Petrograd.” Like Peter the Great, Pushkin and Tchai- 
kovsky, Igor Stravinsky belongs to that international-minded cate- 
gory of Russians who have always believed in welcoming, and 
participating in, European culture rather than in hiding behind an 
iron curtain, 

During the '20s and °30s Stravinsky led the restless, sometimes 
financially embarrassed but always elegant life of an international 
celebrity. From his successive homes in Switzerland, Nice and 
rural France, he undertook frequent personal appearance tours 
which took him all over Europe and by 1925 as far afield as the 
Several personal tragedies pursued him, His great patron Diaghil 
died in 1929. With the consequent breakup of Diaghilev’s ballet 
troupe, Stravinsky began to turn his attention more and more to 
the U.S. Some time afterward, within the space of a single year, he 
was saddened by the deaths of his wife, his mother and a daughter. 
He married his present wife in Bedford, Mass. in 1940 and the 
same year he decided to settle permanently in the U.S., changing 
his citizenship for a second time. On receiving his U.S. papers in 
1945 he immediately purchased an American flag, and though he 
still speaks Russian better than French and French better than 
English, he has now become an enthusiastic democrat and a great 
admirer of the American way of life. Last summer, on his first 
visit to Europe since the war, Stravinsky succeeded in irritating all 
his old European friends by loudly proclaiming how much better 
everything was in America, Mrs. Stravinsky seconded him en- 
thusiastically. When they asked her, condescendingly, about the 
intellectual and artistic life in America, she replied placidly that 
that was pretty good too. 

Stravinsky’s daily life in Hollywood is held to a schedule that 
might be the envy of a train dispatcher. He gets up at 8, drinks a 
cup of strong Italian coffee, smokes exactly one cigaret and does 
special Hungarian gymnastics, including eye-rolling, for 15 min- 
utes. He then has breakfast alone with his paper, and starts work 
at 9:30. At 1] the mail arrives, and Stravinsky knocks off to answer 
all important letters immediately. Lunch at 1:30 is followed by a 
20- to 30-minute nap. Then more work until suppertime, after 
which he considers himself free for social recreation or listening 
to records. This schedule is subject to occasional revisions, but 
even these are methodical. Stravinsky recently approached his 
friend and collaborator W. H. Auden for advice on the subject. 
“Every morning,” he reported, “for 15 minutes I pray, for 15 min- 
utes I exercise and for 15 minutes I shave. Do you think that is a 
good division of my time?” 

The Hungarian gymnastics seem to keep Stravinsky in extraor- 
dinarily vigorous condition, but he is the Testaman in the-world to 
admit it. He has reported himself as suffering from a tremendous 
variety of minor illnesses, ranging from nicotine poisoning to back- 
aches and trembling of the limbs. He never travels without toting

a medicine chest along and nearly always has a complete medical 
checkup on arriving at his destination. On his recent Paropean tri 
his first undertaking was a visit to the doctor over a mysterious ill- 
ness he was convinced he caught from the air conditioning on the 
ship. On the return journey he avoided nautical air conditioning 
by taking a plane, but spent the entire passage worrying about 
which of the plane’s four motors was going to stop functioning. 
Having arrived safely despite his misgivings, he attended a huge 
luncheon with New York friends, chatted all afternoon, attended 
a ballet performance in the evening and stayed up half the rest of 
the night in a Turkish restaurant. 

One of the most notable facets of Stravinsky’s mind—par- 
ticularly in view of his rather revolutionary attitude toward his 
art—is his piety. He has composed a number of religious works; 
he loves to read theologians Tike St. Thomas Aquinas and Kier- 
kegaard; and he is fairly regular in his attendance at Los Angeles’ 
Russian Orthodox Church. It is true, Los Angeles Russians point 
out, that he likes to save time even in his religious devotions. On 
the occasion of the big three-day Russian Easter festival last year, 
Stravinsky appeared at church on one day only. But on that one 
day he prayed with such zeal and intensity that one of his co- 
communicants remarked, “If it takes a normal man three days to 
reach God, it takes Stravinsky only one.” 

In his personal habits he is a model of neatness and precision. 
He is a very elegant dresser who has now abandoned the top hats 
and fancy scarves of his European period for superbly tailored 
slacks and youthful looking pea jackets which are more appropriate 
to the climate and informality of Hollywood. He smokes cigarets, 
which he keeps in two cigaret cases, one enclosed within the other, 
lest a crumb of tobacco leak out to sully the inside of his coat 
pocket. 

In his relations with other people Stravinsky can be warm or 
frosty, depending on his mood. When he feels like seeing some old 
friend who lives in New York, he will often send him a round-trip 
ticket to Hollywood. He hates large parties, and when he attends 
one he usually sits in a corner all evening talking to one particular 
individual. With bores (‘Mr. Stravinsky, are you composing any 
exciting music these days?”) he is crushing and lofty (“Madam, I 
never compose exciting music”). His conception of relaxation is to 
take an automobile trip, stopping for mali at hash houses along 
the way and ordering vintage Bordeaux which he is perennially 
surprised to find is not in stock. He also likes to go to the movies 
—any movie; he makes no distinction whatever between good and 
bad ones. He plays an elaborate game of solitaire which he learned 
from the ballet choreographer George Balanchine. 

A friend recently remarked that “Stravinsky deals in his music 
the way a bank deals in securities,” and it is true that he is very 
conscious of the mercenary side of his profession. There are good 
reasons for this. Stravinsky has been the victim of a copyright sit- 
uation that would have converted the most poetic temperament 
into a shrewd and embittered bargainer. His most popular compo- 
sitions (including The Firebird and Petrouchka) are in the public 
domain in the U'S., since they were originally published when he 
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was a citizen of Russia, a country which recognizes no interna- 
tional copyright agreements. The result of this is that Stravinsky 
has no control of and cannot legally collect royalties on his most 
successful work. Much of Stravinsky's well-known fury at the con- 
ducting and performing profession undoubtedly arises from this 
injustice, as does much of his lofty insistence that the finest per- 
formances and recordings of his works are those he conducts (and 
thus is sure of making money on) himself. Lately Stravinsky has 
been trying to outwit this royalty situation by reorchestrating and 
freshly copyrighting his early work. This method, however, has 
been only partially successful, and Stravinsky has taken to de- 
nouncing angrily conductors who insist on performing these works 
in their original and uncopyrighted form. 

When Stravinsky himself attends concerts and opera perform- 
ances, which he does frequently, he approaches them with the for- 
midably studious attitude he expects from his own listeners. He) 
often takes a score along and reads it meticulously with a flash- 
light during the entire performance, checking lapses from accuracy 
on the part of the performers. At ballet performances he has been | 
known to rise from his seat, spluttering, “But, they’re doing it 
wrong!” With music by his contemporaries he is apt to be diplo- 
matic (“Beautiful, very, very beautiful... dull, of course”). 
Among the great composers of the past his preferences are viole 
and not always predictable. Ever since he visited the Wagnerian 
shrine at Bayreuth with Diaghilev in 1912, he has considered Rich- 
ard Wagner's ponderous music dramas a horrible offense against 
good taste, and he still rumbles angrily at what he calls “the rub- 
bish and racket” of Wagnerian opera. But he does not dislike ro- 
mantic music in general, and he has recently been singing fervent 
praises of composers like Verdi, Puccini, Tchaikovsky and Gou- 
nod. Despite an early friendship with the great French composer 
Claude Debussy, he now considers the latter's opera Pelleas et 
Melisande “the biggest bore in opera,” and feels that Moussorg- 
sky's Boris Godunov runs it a close second. | 

These somewhat scattered preferences and dislikes are apt to 
baffle systematic thinkers who would like to detect a consistent 
revolutionary musical ideology beneath the mercurially changing 
style of Igor Stravinsky. Having long ago baffled the conservatives 
with The Rite of Spring and recently the revolutionists with The} 
Rake’s Progress, Stravinsky is currently enjoying the general state! 
of bafflement more than anybody else. Several years ago in a book 
called The Poetics of Music he explained it all: “I am no more 
academic,” he wrote, “than I am modern, no more modern than 
I am conservative....So you ask just what I am? I refuse to 
expatiate upon the subject... .” In discussing The Rake's Progress 
recently at a Manhattan cocktail party, Stravinsky grinned broadly. 
“Ts it reactionary,” he asked, “to shake the hand of Mozart?”
